State to Establish Mental Clinic 
in Dixon; One of 28 Counties 
Dixon ha s been selected a s one 
of 28 Illinois cities in which m en­ 
tal clines are to 
be 
conducted 
where m enta lly -ill persons can be 
sent for consulta tion and advice, 
Governor D w ight H. 
Green 
a n­ 
nounced today at Springfield. Gov. 
Green had previously authorized 
Rodney H. Brandon, sta te director 
of public welfa re, to work out a 
plan for the clinics. 
The clinics will care for persons 
sent to them by som e recognized 
professiona l source, such a s a com - 
m iting judge, a fa m ily phy siciar. or 
a sociai a gency which has investi­ 
ga ted the case. Each clinic is con­ 
ducted by a psy chia trist, a psy chol­ 
ogist and a socia l worker supplied 


by the sta te on a plan sim ila r to 
one now in opera tion in Chicago. 
The new clinics will opera te once 
a month and in Dixon it is planned 
to hold them a t the court house. 
“ The sta te is m obilizing all re­ 
sources a vailable to help and speed 
the recovery of m enta lly ill pèr- 
sons,” Director Brandon said in 
announcing the new program, “ and 
we are hoping eventua lly to find 
jobs and l\omes for some whose 
condition is m erely due to social 
m a la djustm ent. 
The new clinics 
will afford psy chia tric a fter-ca re 
to ex-pa tients of mental hospita ls, 
in addition to a pre-com m ittm ent 
service in the form of free con­ 
sulta tion for judges, phy sicia ns and 
socia l welfa re a gencies.”

The con voy was attacked 
repeatedly by axis air raiders bu t 
it completed the trip su ccessfu lly. 
Su b Too Close to Hit 
Here is an excerpt from the log

“Ju st a few min u tes after the 
air attack the lookou t on this ship 
sighted the exposed p art of a su b­ 
m arin e’s con n in g tower in

She was so close th at n either a 
heavy gu n mou n ted on the stem 
n or machin e gu n s cou ld be brou ght 
to bear on it.

“At this poin t on e of the gu n ­ 
n ers reported 
a torpedo 
track 
crossin g ou r bow from port to 
starboard. 
The ship im mediately 
backed a t fu ll speed. The torpedo 
missed ou r bow by a few feet."

The n avy reported an in stan ce 
where on e crew was forced to man 
its an ti-aircraft gu n s 
58 
times 
du rin g on e stay in a foreign port. 
On e attack lasted six hou rs, du r- 
in g which time the crew shot down 
two en emy plan es, helped brin g 
down a third, pu t on e rear gu n n er 
ou t of action , an d hit several oth­ 
ers. 
“On ou r retu rn trip.” their re­ 
port said, “We were attacked on e 
m orn in g by fou r torpedo carryin g 
plan es, an d on the same aftern oon 
en emy destroyers 
attacked 
ou r 
con voy several times, gettin g close 
en ou gh to drop shells amon g the 
m erchan t ships w ithou t an y great 
dam age.” 
A fter sin kin g a su bmarin e the 
m aster of on e ship made the fol­ 
lowin g report: “This 
su bmarin e 
was west-bou n d, m ost 
certain ly 
loaded to capacity w ith torpedoes 
an d ammu n ition , bou n d on a voy­ 
age of destru ction , an d ou r action 
has spared m an y American sea- 
m en ’s lives an d ships.”
